Women am to-day giving Tn*n a 
lively competition in tlio olrous Dual* 
now, as In every thing olso, and tha 
circus girl ot tho present Is mi Inter- 
esting object writes a correspondent ol 
tho 1'hllndolphln Press. 

In tho groat shows a wholo roglmcnt 
of fomnlos are employed, and the ma- 
jority of them nro pretty girls. 

I have never exactly fancied that I 
would Ilka to Join the circus, but I 
havo lrbqticntly wondered whnt it 
would seem llko to bo n circus girl 
and make elnbaralo toilets twlco n day 
with no other dressing room than n 
windy tent 

As you sit In tho main tent at tho 
big circus you will notice at tha end 
farthest from tho ontranco a heavy 
green curiam, from behind which the 
performers omorgo and retire, Tho 
curtain separates tlio "round-top," 
wlioroln tlio dressing rooms are lo- 
cated, from tho main tent. There nro 
no dragons nor floroo ogres to prevent 
ono from entering, and yot few per- 
sona other than tho porformers over 
pass that curtain, 

When, tho curtain dropped behind 
mo I found tnysalf in a little possngo 
leading to, a forty- foot, "round- top" 
lent, disconnected with tho mala or 
exhibition tent. This "round-top" is 
out Into three plo-shnpcd sections by 
canvass walls about ton feet In height 
This section, which you nntor from 
the passage-way just described, Is tbo 
"green rooinV of tho circus. Tho 
other two sections nro respectively Ihu 
man's nad tho woman's dressing rooms. 
Tho "green room 1 ' is most appropri- 
ately named, Its carpcta consisting, 
throughout most of tho season, of 
natural grass. 

It was slightly embarrassing to run 
tho gnu nil at of stares which worn di- 
rected upon mo by tbo tightly elad 
performers, mnla and female, who 
woro walling la this Open portion of 
tho •"round-top" for a summons to ap- 
pear In tho ring; but I managed to get 
through, and found myself brought 
plumply up ngalnit tho extreme ends 
of one of tho canvas walls. Iloyond 
this point tho affable ajrent could not 
accompany ma. Thore are no looks; 
bars, chains or bolts, but a gentle yot 
firm, motherly llttlo woman is In com- 
mand hero, and to gala admittance 
ono must "have her eon sent. I had 
already made tbo acquaintance of Mrs, 
White, who has charge of the ladles' 
dressing rooms; therefore there was 
no difficulty about my admittance. 

How can I doscrlbo tho sight that 
root my eyes within thin . mystical 
chamber of tho circus nymphs P v A 
blazo ot bright colors, tinkling tinsel 
ornaments, flesh tints and rippling 
feminine laughter.
